1 . A perpetual recording device coupled with a conventional media presentation 
device comprising: 

an input port for accepting media from the media presentation device; 

at least one recording mechanism associated with at least one data store 
facility for recording and optional transfer of the recorded media for store; 

a user interface for controlling the function of record and for enabling 
functions of media transfer, store, and playback of recorded media;
